6. Saving.— Nothing in these rules shall affect reservations and other concessions required to be provided for the Scheduled Castes, 
Scheduled Tribes and other special categories of persons in accordance with the orders issued by the Central Government from time to 
time in this regard.

New Delhi, the 21st June, 1974 

G.S.R. 827. — In exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso to article 309 of the Constitution, the President hereby makes 
the following rules regulating the method of recruitments to the post of Proof Reader in the Ministry of Education and Social Welfare 
(Department of Education) namely— 

1 . Short Title and Commencement ,— (I) These rules may be called the Department of Education (Proof Reader) Recruitment Rules, 

1974. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication In the Official Gazette. 

2. Number, Classification and Scale of Pay. — The number of the posts, its classification and the scale of pay attached thereto, shall 
be as specified in columns 2 to 4 of the Schedule annexed hereto. 

3. Method of Recruitment, Age limit, Qualifications and other matters.— The method of recruitment to the said post, age limit, quali- 
fications and other matters connected therewith shall be as specified in columns 5 to 13 of the Schedule aforesaid. 

4. Disqualification.— No person,— 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with a person having a spouse li\ ing, or 

(b) who, having a spouse living has entered into or contracted a marriage with any person, 
shall be eligible for appointment to the said post; 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that such marriage is permissible under the personal law applicable to such 
person and the other party to the marriage and there are other gorunds for so doing exempt any person from the operation of this rule. 

5. Power to relax;— Where the Central Government is of opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it may, by order, for 
reasons to be recorded in writing, relax any of the provisions of these rules with respect to any class or category of persons. 

6. Saving;— Nothing in these rules shall affect reservation and othe' concession required to be provided for the Scheduled Castes, 
Scheduled Tribes and other special categories of persons in accordance with the orders issued by the Central Government from time to 
time in this regard.

0. 5.R. 828 .— Tn exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso to article 309 of the Constitution, the President hereby makes 
the following rules regulating the method of recruitment to Class I T. V. Programme Production Teaching posts in the Television Training 
Centre of the Film and Television Institute of India under the Ministry of Information and Broadcasting, namely: — 

1. Short Title and Commencement: — (i) These rules may be called the Television Training Centre, Film and Television Institute 
of India (Class l T.V. Programme Production Teaching Posts) Recruitment Rules, 1974. 

(li) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. Application: — These rules shall apply to the posts specified in column 2 of the Scheduled annexed to these rules. 

3. Number of posts, Classification and Seale of Pay: — The number of posts, their classification and the sacles of pay attached thereto, 
shall be as specified in column 3 to 5 of the said Schedule. 

4. Methods of Recruitment, Age Limit, Qualifications etc.:— The method of recruitment to the said posts, age limit, qualifications 
and other matters relating thereto, shall be as specified in columns 6 to 14 of the Schedule aforeittld. 

Provide d that the upper age limit specified for direct recruitment may be relaxed in the case of candidates biolnginj to th: Scheduled 
Castes, Scheduled Tribes and other special categories of persons in accordance with the orders issued by the Central Government from 
time to time. 

5. Disqualification: No person, — 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with a person having a spouse living, or 

(b) who, having a spouse living, has entered Into or contracted a marriage with any person , 
shall be eligible for appointment to the said posts: 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that such marriage Is permissible under the personal law applicable to such 
person and tire other party to the marriage and there are other grounds for so doing, exempt any person from the operation of this rule. 

6. Power to relax:— Where the Central Government is of opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it may by order, for 
reasons to be recorded in writing and in consultation with the Union Public Service Commission, relax any of the provisions of these 
rules with respect to any class or category of persons or posts. 

7. Saving:— Nothing in these rules shall affect reservations and other concessions required to be provided for candidates belonging 
to the Scheduled Castes, Scheduled Tribes and other special categories of persons in accordance with the orders issued by the Central 
Government from time to time in this regard.

G.S.R. 829. — In exercise of the powors conferred by the proviso to article 309 of the Constitution, the President hereby makes

6. Power to Relax : — Where the Central Government is of opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it may by order, for 
reasons to bo recorded in writing and in consultation with the Union Public Service Commission, relax any of the provisions of Ihese rules 
with respect to any class or category of persons or posts. 

7. Saving : — Nothing in these rules shall affect reservations and other concessions required to be provided for candidates belonging 
to the Scheduled Castes, Scheduled Tribes and other special categories of persons in accordance with the orders issued by the Central 
Government from time to time in this regard.

New Delhi, the 1 7th July, 1974 

G.S.R. 831. — Til exercise of the powers conferred by Ihe proviso to article 309 of the Constitution, the President hereby 
makes the following rules regulating the method of recruitment to Class IV, Non-Gazettcd Posts in the Department of Publications under 
the Ministry of Works and Housing, namely : — 

1. Short title and commencement. — (I) These rules may be called the Ministry of Works and Housing, Department of Publications 
(Class IV posts) Recruitment Rules, 1974. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. Application,— These rules shall appl> to the posts as specified in column 1 of the Schedule annexed to these rules. 

3. Number of posts, classification and scale of pay. — The number of the said posts, their classification and the scales of pay attached 
thereto shall be as specified in columns 2 to 4 of the said Schedule. 

4. Method of recruitment, ajje limit and other qualifications. — The method of lecruilmcnt to the said posts, age limit, qualifications 
and other matters connected therewith shall be as specified in columns 5 to 13 of the Schedule aforesaid. 

5. Disqualification, — No person,— 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with a person having a spouse living, or 

(b) who, having a spouse living, has entered into or contracted a marriage with any person, 
shall be eligible for appointment to any of the said posts, 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied, that such marriage is permissible undei the personal law applicable to such 
person and the other party to the marriage and that there are other grounds for so doing, exempt any person from the operation of this 
rule. 
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6. power to relax.— Where the Central Government is of opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it may, by order, for 
reasons to be recorded in writing relax any of the provisions of these rules with respect to any class or category of persons or posts. 

7. Saving.. — Nothing in these rules shall alTcct reservations and other concessions required to be provided for the Scheduled Castes, 
the Scheduled Tribes and other special categories of persnis in accordance with the orders issued by the Central Government from time to 
time in this regard.

G.S. R. 832. — fit exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso to article 309 of the Constitution, the President hereby makes the 
folio ving rules regulating the method of recruitment to the posts of Superior Officers in the Railway Protection Force, namely : — 

1 . Short title and commencement 

(1) These rules may be called the Railway Protection Force (Superior Officers) Recruitment Rules, 1974. 

(2) They shall come iuto force on the date of their publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. Application : — 

These rules shall apply to the posts of superior officers in the Railway Protection Force constituted under section 3 of the Railway 
Protection Force Act, 19J7 (23 of 1957), as specified in column 1 of the Schedule annexed hereto. 

3. Definition 

In these rules, “superior officer’’ shall have the meaning assigned toil in clause (f) of section 2 of the Railway Protection Force 
Act, 1957 (23 of 1957). 

4. Number of posts, classification and scales of pay : — 

The number of the said posts, their classification and the scales of pay attached thereto shall be as specified in columns 2 to 4 of the 
said Schedule. 

5. Method of recruitment, age limit and other qualifications :• — 

The method of recruitment, age limit, qualifications and other matters relating to the said posts shall be as specified in columns 5 to 13 
of the said Schedule. 

6. Disqualifications No person 

(a) who has ontared into or contracted a marriage with a person having a spouse living, or 

(b) who, having a spouso living, has entered into or contracted a marriage with any person., 
shall bo eligible for appointment to any of the said posts : 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that such marriage is permissible under the personal law applicable to such 
person and the other party to the marriage and there are other grounds for so doing, exempt aDy person from the operation of this rule. 

7. Power to relax : — 

Where the Central Government is of opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it may, by order, for reasons to be recorded 
in writing and in consultation with the Union Public Service Commission relax any of the provisions of these rules with respect to 
any class or category of persons or posts. 

8. Interpretation : — 

If any question arises relating to the interpretation of these rules, it shall be referred to the Central Government who shall decide the 

same. 

9. Saving 

Nothing in these rules shall affect reservations and other concessions required to be provided for the Scheduled Castes, the Sch- 
eduled Tribes and other special categories of persons in accordance with the orders issued by the Central Government from time to time in 
this regard, 

10. Repeal and saving : — 

The Railway Protection Force (Superior Officers) Recruitment Rules, 1968 are hereby repealed, 

Provided that anything done or any action taken under the rules so repealed shall be deemed to have been done or taken under the 
'orresponding provisions of these rules.
